Theſe ſignes or tokens were in their firſt production rough- hewen, (as 1 
may term them) and rude, as alſo thoſe other notes or fignes that we now 
call Badges or Cognitances:{0 as they may be ſaid to have been rather painted 
Emblems, than exquiſite tokens of honour, or abſolute ſignes or badges - in 
the time of their firſt Inſtitution they recerved divers denominations, . As 
Signes, Enſtgnes, Tokens, Markes,Cognizances, &c. But when in after- Ages, 
they had been poliſhed and refined, then were theſe Tokens or Signes, that, _ 
bad been formerly (after a rude faſhion) handled together, more carefully mination: of 
diſtingwiſhed, fo as thoſe which we now call Crefts or Cognizamces, worne Ames 
upon the Helmets of Military perſons in the fteld , were diſtinitly known 
from thoſe that were borne in Shelds and 1argets, which we now call Armes 
in Engliſh, and in Latine Arm. Men of ancient times deviſed, and invented 
many things ingeniouſly, and with great care and conſideration, but fint- 

{hed them not,but recommended them to poſterity,to be by them brought

thing 1s deviſed and perfected at an inſtant, but it is continuance of time, 
and much labour agd induſtry that bringsir to perfection. 

Theſe S$igzes, Markes, Notes, Enſtgnes, or whatſoever elſe you pleaſe to 
name them, arenot all ot one fort, for ſome of them may be applyed to 
peace,and others to military uſe;and of each of theſe there are diverſe kinds 
or ſorts : For ſome of them are expreſle notes of government and authority 
or jurifdiction, others have no authority at all annexed to them. 

Like as there is an abſolute authority or juriſdiction royal], free from all 
limitation, and another ſaid to be a mixt government ; yea,and that as well 
in civill policy, as in Eccleſtaſticall juriſdi&ion : loarealſo the enſignes ſeye- 
rall, as well thoſe that pertain to the City,or Common-wealth,as alſo thoſe 
that belong to Ecc!eſeaſticall government. 

Thoſe Exſfgnes that are remote or exempted from government and au- 
rho rity are diverſe, according to the diverſity of conceits of the firſt inſtitu- 
tors or deviſers of them. For ſome of them are in manner Vulgar, and Com- 
mon, and ſuch as may fall ro the lot of a perſon of mean condition : others 
again of more ſubtile and deep invention ; exquilite,beautifull and honora- 
ble, and are remunerations or rewards of ſome noble exploits, of meer Di- 
vine wits, or of ſome rare or excellent vertue, as a recampence of mea20ra- 
ble and worthy deſerts. 

I know ſome are of opinion that theſe tokens or ſignes, which we do call|opinion of 
Armes, were Utterly unknown to the ancient Greeks and Romanr; and their ſome concer- 
memory not tobe found with their Nations : They doe confeſle that the ac Iu mw 
Romans did make the ſame uſe of their 7mages that we do at this day by onr 
Armes., viz. to produce them for teſtimonies of their generous race. 
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| Some other are of opinion, that they were excogitated and brought in | 
' ufe by Charles the Great and the Lombards, and ſome again doe ſuppoſe, they | 
| began in the time of Fredericke Barbaroſſa, but the contrary appeareth by 
| Authenticall proof, as I have even now ſhewed : well may their opinion 
 {tand with reaſon, that doe hold, that the diſcipline of Ares in the raign, 
| (or rather) during the imperiall government of Theodoſpus, and in the time 
| of Charles the Great, was brought to ſome kind of perfection, and withall 
' more generally propagated and diſperſed, according to that ſaying of Abra. 
Franc. Carolo potenti|ſumo Imperante hac © aiſtind ins explicata Juiſſe, &* fre- 
quent is uſurpata eluce(ſrt. 

The principal! end for which theſe ignes were firſt taken up, and put in 
uſe, was, that they might ſerve for notes and markes to diſtinguith rribes,fa- 
milics and particular perſons, each from other ; but this was not their onely 
uſe, for that they ſerved alſo to notife, to the ingenuous beholder of them, 
(after ſome ſort) the natural! quality, and diſpoſition of their Bearers z and 
{0 behoovefull'was this invention thought to be,and their uſe ſo reaſonable 
as that they have been entertained of all ſucceeding poſterities, among all 
Natiotis, and continued (even to this day) without any 1mmutation or alte- 
ratioa of their primary inſtitution. Thele Arzzoriall Enltgnes thus ingeniouſfly 
deviled had a further uſe ; for they ſerved alſo for the more commodious 
diſtribution of Nations, I ribes, and Families, 1nto Regiments and Bands 3 
as alſo for aſſembling,condudctivg, and governing of them in martiall expe- 
ditions,and diſtinguiſhing (as I have ſhewed) of particular perſons in wars, 
as well amongſt themſelves as from their enemies; becauſeit often falleth' 
cut by reaſon of the likencfle of Armour and Weapons, of Diſcipline of 

War,and of Language and Voice (in defaule of ſuch fignes) that much trea- 
chery is wrought, and many men after battell or sKermiſh doe make their 
retreat to the troops of the Enemy, to the danger of their ſurpriſe, or loſſe 
of life : So then it1is clear that this 1s one uſe of theſe Notes, or Markes of di- 
ſtinCtion called Armes.that if a man ſhall meet or encounter us, we do forth- 
with diſcover by the zote or zarke that he beareth, whether he be friend 
or enemy: and for ſome of thoſe uſes and ends which I have formerly ſhew- 
ed, Theſe Armoriall Enſignes have received approbafion in the higheſt de- 
gree, even from the mouth of God himfelt {who, when he preſcribed unto 
Moſes and Aarona form of ordering and conducting the 1/raelztes in their 
paſſage towards the Land of the promiſe, did expreſly command the uſe of 
; Armoriall ſignes, ſaying, Fzli# 1/raelis quiſquzs juxta vexillum ſun nm ſignis 
ſecundum domum Majorum ſnorum caftra habento: YWhich order he required to 
be obſerved, not onely in the conduction of them 1n their journey, but alſo 
in the pitching and raiſing of their Camp. 
In which precept we may obſerve, that God maketh mention of two 
| ſortsof Enfignes'; the one generall, the other particular ; and that theſe lat- 
| ter were no lefſe needfull than the former; for the orderly governing and 
| conducting of ſo huge and populous a multitude as the 1/raelztes were, in a 
' Journey lo long, and withall ſubject to infinite dangers. The firſt ſortof 
theſe Enſignes,God calleth Vex3lla, that is to lay,Stezdards or Banners, which: 
| ſerved for the conduftion of their ſeverall Regiments,For the 1jraelites con- | 
| filted of twelve Tribes which were divided into four Regiments 3 that is, | 
| to wit, three Tribes to each Regiment,of which every one had a particular 
Standard, which as they differed in colour one from another, ſo did they | 
 doubtlelte comprehend in them feverall and diſtin formes. 
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Here may ariſe a twofold queſtion concerning theſe Standards beforg ekion 
mentioned;the oney what colour each of them were?the other, what torms 
and ſhapes were depicted in them?

did at length prevaile with kim ſo much, as that hecauſed him to turn 
the Crrrent of is bounty another way, and to recompence his Souldiers 
witn theſe markes, or tokens of honour 5 which he beltowed on them as 
hereditary tc{timonics of their glorious merits, In later Ages Charles the 
fourth the Empirozr, gave Armes allo unto learned men, and ſuch as had 
performed any memorable ſervice, or excellent work, therefore Bartnolns,

{aid Charles the fourth, received inreward for his Armes from the (aid

Charles the fourth, for politick managing of Civill attaires by learning and

Heralds ; as ſubordinate officers thereunto appointcd and anthorized, re- 
ſerving alwayes to themſelves the ſupream Juriſdiction of judging and 
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' remunerating perſons according to their deſerts 3 but uling the miniſtery 


of the Hcralds, as for ſundry other uſes of great importance in a State, {0 
alſo for the inventing and deviſing of congruent tokens of honour, an- 
ſwerable to the merits of thoſe that ſhall receive the ſame : to doe which 
although there is a power ſe: ming abſolute, committed to them by the 
Soveratgn, yet the fame is reſtrained into a power ordinary, which is to

Upten, a man much 
commended for his «kill in blazox,and of lome Armvriſts ſuppoſed to have 
becn the firſt that made obſervation of their uſe (but they are thercin 
much deceived. for that ſuch uſe was mace cf them many ages before U;- 
tons time) calleth them Pojzts, ſuch as men uſually faſten their garments 
withall,and ſaith, they may be borne either even or edde, to the number 
of nine. Bui, an ancient Writer, athirmeth them to be Torgr, and thar 
they may not be borne but odde. Alcrains 1n his Parergon nameth them 
Plates or Plaits of garments. Bartolzs calleth them Candles. Some other 47 
thers call them Files, and others Lamvearx or Labels, In this fo great un- 
certainty, Iforbear to determine any thing, lceing thoſeſo learned can: 
not certainly refoive among themſelves what they are. Onely con-

tentimes) of the molt valiant : ſo controartwiſe,rhe Cele(tall forms do re- 
preſent unto usan Antidote or prefſerva:tve avainit all dangerous events 


and Accidents, when we call to mind thar thote Celeſtiali powers, or ra- 
ther Gods power 1n them, is able to divert or mitigate 12 a moment all 
 harmefull events and dangers whatſoever, be they never {o deadly. For

Emblems, Hicroglyphicks, and Enfignes of noble Families, inaſmuch as 
they do inſtruct our eyes unto vertue, they cannot be defaced or blemi- 
ſhed without great wickedneſs ; The reaſon thereof doth Farneſins give 
in theſe words, Cum viriuium imaginibus tanium debemus, quantum mutis 
preceptoribus : $i illt tamen mute dici poſſunt, qui in ſilentio omni Do@rina 
ſunt verboſsora, Ot all the things that are (ſaith Czcers) there is nothing in 
the world that1s better,nothing more excellent,nothing more beautifull 
and glorious to behold 3 and not only that there is, but that nothing 
can be thought or imagined to be of more ſurpaſſing beauty than the 
world; whereunto Lzpſizs annexeth this addition, examine the univerſa- 
lity thereof, conſider the great and ſmall parts thereof,and you ſhall find 
them compoſed and compactedin ſuch orderly fort, as that they cannot 
poſlibly be betrered tor uſe, or more glorious to behold.

To the moſt fimple body,the l1mpleſt motion is due, as alſo the ſimpleſt

And the particular Stars (faith Da- 
id) God calleth by their names ; as likewiſe doth patient Job remember the 
titles of feverall conſtellations.

So much of ſ#mple fiery Mteors,fo far forth as there 
1s uſe of them in Coat-Armour : Now cf ſuch Aete- 
ors as are of mixt kind, according to the diſtribution before delivered in 
the next precedent. Thele are fiery meteors bred of an exhalation fome- 
what more groſſe and 7-prre than thoſe before ſpecified, by reaſon of a 
more thick and ſlimy vapoxr whereof they be ingendered. 

Meteors of this kind are THwrder 
Lightning. 

Thunder 1s an inflamed Exhalation, which by his powerfull force brea- 
keth thorough the Clouds violently, with great noiſe and terrour. The 
forcible power thereof is rather apprehended by the eare, than lubjected 
to the ſight : neverthelefle, the ancient times have deviſed a certain ima- 
z2inarie forme whereby they would expretle the forcible power thereof, 
as allo of the lightning. 

Thunder 1s ſuppoſed to be ingendered two manner of wayeszv7z, When 
either a hot or drie vapoxr 1s incloſed in a cold and moilt Cloxd, and being 
unable to contain it ſelf therein,by reaſon of the contrariety,it laboureth 
by all means to find a vent, and fo ſtriving by all means to get paſſage, it 
maketh way with great vehemency and horror of ſound: ſuch as a Glow- 
ng Gadd of Iron,or any other fiery matter maketh, when water is infuſed 
thereupon'in abundance, or that it 1s therein drenched,it maketh a furt+ 
ous and murmuring ſound. Such is that weak and feeble ſort ofthunder; 
that ſeemerh to be ingendered in ſome region of the Aire far remote 
from us, yeelding onely (for a ſmall time) a kind of turbulent noiſe or 
murmuring. 

Or elſeit is ingendred in a more violent manner, to wit, when this in- 
cloſed drie and combuſtible matter, being inflamed in the Clouds of con- 
trary qualities, doth break out with vehemeacy,then doth 1t yeeld a ter» 
rible and forcible ſound, not unlike a great piece of Ordnance when it is 
over-charged. And this ſound thus ingendered ts called Thunder. | 

This ſort of found 1s uſed oftentimes Metaphorically, as when God 
threatneth his Judgments againlt fin, he 18 (a1d to thunder them out. In 
this ſence doth Petrarch uſe the ſame, ſaying, Dexs ideo tonat in Celis,ut ty 
7 terras bene vivas, quodque amore debueras, ſaltem metu facias, For unleſle 
God loved man he would never threaten him, but rather pumſh him 3 
toraſmuch as man doth evermore miniſter many and thoſe greivous oc+ 
caltons of execution of Gods Judgments, 


Lightning is a vehement eruption of an inflamed exhalatzor, proceeding Lightning 
irom 1 hunder , which though it is in time after the Thunder, yet is firff re4 what, 


preſented to our ſenſes, by reaſon that our ſight is far more ſubtill and ap4 
prehenfive than is our hearing. And in regard that Thunder and Lightning 
do both proceed from one ſelf-cauſe, they have in ſuch their imaginary

The Clouds are reſerabled to a Spunge repleniſhed with Water, and God 
with the hand of his providence wringeth the Spynrge moderately, not 
preſiing out all the moiſture thereof at once, but leaſurely, and by little 
and little aftera gentle and ſoaking manner. No pencill can make a rrue 
repreſentation of Clouds,becauſe every inſtant and moment of time,doth

produced naturally,or of their own accord, nor y«t by the Art, Skill, or 
nduftry of Man,bur by the immediate Word and commandment of God. 
The reaſon that moved Mo/{es to givean inſtance of Plants and Herbs, how 
that they were proguced by the vertue and power of Gods: word onely, 
and not naturally,or by the skill and induſtry of man; neither yet of A- 
»imals,nor of any other of the infinite number of things created (Gemeſss 
1. 11.) was this, becauſe the generarz9n of Plants and Herbs might be much 
more doubted of, than the originall vt other things. 


Of the firſt ſpringing of Trees 1n the Creation Moſes ſaith, Ft germinare 


 fecerat Jehova Flohi ns e terra omnem arborem concupiſcibilem, 1d eſt, viſu, &- 
borrar ad ejcam 5 which words do comprehend all the defereable qualities 


of fruit trees . for in them we expe that their fruits ſhould be either de-! 


lizghtfull to the Eye, or that they ſhould be fit for food and wholeloine, 
and that they be alſo fragrant and {weet ſmelling : For the fruits of Trees, 
the vetier they be, the more odoriferozs they are. | 
That the Trees, wherewith Paradiſe was planted,had all theſe qualities, 
it is 1nanit:{t by the words of Moſes,in that he faith, Concupiſcibilens ad vi- 
ſum, bonam ad eſcam:; whereby we gather that the ſtght is delighted wirh 
things beautifull and glorious, the ſmell with ſweet and pleaſant jJavorrs, 
304 the palate with things of ſweet and pleaſant taſte, And none of theſc arc 


a themſelves eviil; for ſuch was the conſtitution of 44am before he! 
tranſgreiied, that he might have delighted himſelf in them all without | 
offence; and to that end did God create them, that he ſhould uſe them 


with thankſgiving. 


Moſes ceſcribeth unto us two principall qualities of the Garden of Pa- 


radiſe, whereby he layeth before us the pleaſantneſſe of the ſcituation 


thereof,and allo the beauty and fertility of the ſoil : The firſt of theſe 
quaiities was that it was repleniſhed with all forts of Trees,not onely molt 
plealant and delightfull to the Eye,but alſo moſt-pleaſant to the taſte ; for : 
that they produced the beſt and ſweeteſt fruits. The other quality was; 
that the whole circumference of the Garden of Paradiſe was ſurrounded | 
and inyironed with a R7ver, being diſtributed into four heads, which did 


highly beautifie the ſame,and made it moſt pleaſant to the view.

In this deſcription 24/es miiteth mention of two Trees of ſpeciall qua. 
lities, that were planted in the middeſt of Paradiſe : The one named the 
Tree of Life, the other the Tree of Knowledge of good and evill. 
| Thefirit of theſe had a vivificant power in it {&!f, the fruit whereof 
'was ordained to this end ; T hat being eaten it would enable a 1: never 
to feel icknelle, feebleneſſe, old Age, or Death : bur ſhould evermore 
continue in the ſame ſtate of ſtrength and agility of body : This was the 
efficacy and power that was given to this Tre; whereof it was never 
yet deprived. Therefore was this quality after a ſort naturall there- 
unto. | 

For this cauſe was there a Cherab ſet at the entrance of Paradiſe, to 
keep out ſnch as would enter the ſame, and eate of the fruit of the Tree 
of Life ; that he ſhould not alwayes live that kind of life, 

How behovetull the knowledge of the vertues and operations of Trees, 
Plants, Herbs and other vegetab/es are for the extolling and manifeſting the 
Omnipotency, Wiſdome, Mercy, loving favour,and fitherly providence 
of our moſt gracious God towards finfull Mim,is, in that he hath created 
for the behoof and uſe of man, as well touching his neceſſary food and 
rayment,as for recreation and delightz we may evidently perceive by $9- 
lomons induſtrious inveltigation of the vertues and operations of all forts 
of vegetables, tor (beſides other his admirable qualities wherewith he was 
richly endued) he had ſurpaſling knowledge in the vertues, operations 
and qualities of herbs and other vegera»les, infomuch as he was able to 
reaſon, diſcourſe,and diſpute, not onely of Beaſts, Fowles, creeping things 
and fiſhes, but of Trees alſo and Plants, from the Cedar in Lebanen, to the 
Hy/jop? that ſprimgeth out of the Wal,that is, from the higheſt and talleſt tree 
to the ſmalleft ſhrub and loweſt herbe, 'T hus we fee the knowledge and 
Skill in naturall Philoſophy to be bolden in great eſtimation in all Ages, in- 
ſomuch as it hath been reckoned a ſtudy wel} befitting the dignity of a 
King, yea of Solo,20y who was the wiſeſt Kizg that ever was, and a Type 
of our Saviour Chriſt, But to returne to the vegerable. 

Such are ſaid to be vegetable as have in them a lively power of growing, 
budding, leafing, bloſſoming, and frudifying, as T: ces, Plants, Herbs, Graſſe, 
ec. and of theſe ſome grow on Tr#zxks or ſolid bodies, ſome upon flexible 
Stalk: : forme again grow upon a (ingle Stemme, as commonty all Trees do, 
fomc UPON manifold Ste mmes,as Shrubs, Roſes, Ec. 

Trees are Certain Plants, ſpringing from a root with a ſingle Truzk or 
Stemre (tor the molt part) ſhooting up in height, and delineated with 
lims, ſprigs or branches. Of theſe Trees fome are more proper to hot Coun- 
iries, as the Frarkincenſe tree tO Arabia z, the Baiſamum, Myrrhe, Mace, and 
Nutmeg irces, as alfo the Pepper trees, and ſuch like, which chietly grow in 
India, the Plane treein Fgypt and Arabia; the Pomegranate in Africa, exc. 
which I purpoſely paſfe over,and will onely give examples of other fort: 
to us better known, whether they be Trees fruztfull or barren, In giving 
examples whereof I purpoſe not to obſerve any precife order, but to 
mingle them pe/-wel one with another, becauſe I hoid {uch curious for- 

ting them) better fitting a profeffor of Phy/ick, or ſom= Herbaizi,than an 
 Armoriſt ;to whom it ſufficeth to ſhew ſuperficially, that theſe, and rheir 
ſeverall parts, are borne 1n Coat- Armonr, alwell ſimply of themſelves, as 
alſo with things of different nature, as in the examples following may ap- 
peare.

Neither muſt we here preciſely eſteem the worth of every bearing by Twofold dis. 
this order of Nature, becauſe Art doth ſometimes ſtamp a peculiar note vity. 
of dignity,for fome particular reſpeCt,as for ſome elpeciall uſe,quality,or 
action in the things. And this Dignity or Nobility may have a twofold re- 
lation ; the one, betwixt Animals of divers kinds,as a Lyon and a Spaniel, 

a Woolte and a Lambe ; the other, bet wixt things of one kind, as whelps 
of one litter, whereot yet one may be nobler than the other; as the one. 
will run to the Chaſe, the other to the Pottage Pot. And foraſmuch as the 
living things before mentioned, as well vegetable as ſenſitive, have their 
peculiar vertues worthy imitation, as alſo their particular vices to be el- 
chewed, and that it is a chief glory to Gentlemen of Coat- Armour, to 
have their vertues diſplaied und-r the types and forms of ſuch things as 
they bear, it is to be wiſhed that each one of them would confiderately 
examine the commendable properties of ſuch figniticant tokens as they do 
bear,and do his beſt to manifeſt to the world that he hath thelike in him- 
{e]f : for it is rather a diſhonour than a praiſe for a man to bear a Lyon on 
his Shield, it he bear a Sheep in his Heart, or a Gooſe in his Brain : being 
thereia like thole Ships which bear the names of Dreadzonght, ViGory, and 
the like, though ſometimes it ſpeed with them contrary to their Titles. 
A true generous mind will endeavour that for his ſelfe-vertues he may be 
eſteemed, and not inſiſt onely upon the fame and merits of his Progeni- 
bors, the praiſe whereof is due to them, and not to him.

And concerning the true placing of Animals of whatſoever kinds in Ar- 
mory according to order, Art and the propriety of their nature 3 The uſe of 
the thing whereupon they are to be placed or depicted,muſt be firſt con- 
fidered of, and ſo mult they be placed accordingly ; whether they bc 
borne bolt upright, paſſant, Or ITipp1ng, or howlſoever. 

As it they be to be placed in Bazwers they mult be ſo placed as that it be 
aprecable to the naturall quality ofthe thing that is borne, Ars enim imi- 
tatur naturam 11 quanium poteſt: theretore lithence it is proper for a Banner 
to be carryed upon a ſtaffe, according to the uſethereof the ſtaffe dorh 
procecd,and the Bazmer cometh after : Therefore ought the face to look 
rowards the itaffe,that 1s, directly forwards. So is it likewile in every 0- 
ther thing whole parts are diſtinguiſhed per Apte, & Poſt; in fiich the fore 
part of the thing borne ſhall be placed towards the ſtaffe : otherwiſe it 


would ſeem retrograde or going backwards, which were monſtrous to 


behold.

Armcs are ſometimes depicted or embroidered upon the Garments of 
1:n,and chiefly upon the uppermoſt veſture of Mi!ztary perſons : Eipe- 
cially Empercirs,King,and their Generals,and other Commanders in Milita- 
-y ſervices,uled to cait over their Armenrs a kind of ſhort habit,as a Jacket, 
Maindy'iin,or luch like, whereupon their Armes were richly beautified and 
curiouſly wrought. Totheend, that in time of ſervice, their Souldjers 
who could not be dirccted by the eare (by reaſon of the far diſtance that 
was oftentimes upon occalion bet ween them and their commander j they 
might by their eye be ſtructed according to the necefitty of the preſent 
{ervice,uid might by occular vbſcrvation of their commander (being fo 
eminently clad) know and diſcerne. their fit times and opportunities of 
marciing, mahing a ſtand, aſſailing, retiring, and other their like duties, 
whercupon this kind of ſhort garment was called a Coit-armour, becauſe 
it was worn aloft upon their Armin And it was called Paludameniumn, quiz 
ex £0 geſtans tale reſtimentum palam fiebat orrnibys.Such was the Coat-armonr 
of Alexander that helett in Elymais in the Country of Perſta, whereof men- 
tion is made, where it is ſaid, N»w when King Antiochus travelled through the * Nacca.16.r, 
bigh Countries, be beard that Elymais in the country of Perſta was a City greatly 
renowned for riches.ſilver and gold, And that there was init a very rich iemple, Coxarmous 
wherein were coverirgs of Gold, Coat- armours and harneſ$e, which Alexander, of Alexander, 
King of Maceaomia the ſon of Philip that raigned firſt in Grecia,hid left there, 

For proof that Emperours uſed to wear Coat-armonrs, it ſhallbe to good 
purpoſe to produce the verball teſtimony of Bayſ#s 3 ſpeaking in thele 
words, Fertur co die Craſj112 non Purſuree gu! Rom anorum Inmper ator 1495 era F. 
pa'ndemento ad Milites proceſſaſſe,ſ-d pailio mero.

Ot all creatures apt to generation and corruption Animals are moſt wor- 
thy. All Beaſts have a naturall, and greedy defire for theſupply of their 
wants, infomuch as for the attaining thercof, they do rore, beliow, br.1y, and 
cry out exceedingly. 

A!l Beaſts of Savage and harmfull kind, are ratzrally armed with ſome 
thing wherewith rhey may hurt a man.for wich they are reckoned dan- 
gerous ty be tzunned. As the Boare, with Tus;-1.the 1.yor with Tallans,the 
S*ag With Hornes, the Serpert With Poyjor, &c. 

Notwithſtanging ihat the Bearing of things properly ( whether vegetab/e Norte, 
or Jeſt tive) 1s fpecially commended, yet muſt not ſuch peculiar commen - 

QUation be extended to derogate from the dignity of other Bearings, as if 
they were of no eſteem,in regard they be not borne property: for there are 
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asgood and honourable intendments in theſe as in thetm, data paritate 
geſtantium, if they be as ancient as the former ; and their Zearers of equalt 
eſtate and dignitie ; which 1s not the leaſt reſpe&t that mult be holden in 
the eſteem of Coaf- Armour, Quia Arma nobilitaters ſumunt 4 perſona geſtantis: 
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Armes are honoured by the Bearers, And ſometimes the variation from the pro- 
perty may be of purpole to prevent ſome other q4/7ty, which may bu no 
lefle honourable than the proper. Belides, it is one thing to beare a (iving 


creature in colour or in aG7on diverle from Natare 5 and another, to beare 


him repugrant or contrarie to Nature; for the former may be borne com- 
mendably, but this latter ſort of Bearing 1s holden deſgracefull, or rather 
is condemned for falſe Armes, and therefore not worthy of Bearing. In the 
Blazoning of things borne in their naturall Co/vzzr, whether the ſame be 
celeſtia)), except the Synre, Moone and Stars, or ſublunar, it ſufficeth 
to ſay, He beareth this Comet, Meteor, Beaſt, Birde, Fiſh, Fowle, Tlant, 
Tree, Herbe, Flower, &*c. Proper, without naming of any Color, for by 
proper, is evermore underſtood his naturall colours, and for the Sun and 
Stars when they be of the colour of the Metall, Or, which is their naturall 
colcur, it ſufficeth to ſay a S##, or Star, without adding the word proper, 
or Or. And ſo it is of the Joone, when ſhe1s Argent, which in Heralare is 
holden her proper colour. 

As touching 'the Dignity of things borne in Coat-armour, I have alrea- 
dy ſhewed how the fame is to be reckoned in the Order of Nature, but if 
it be conſidered according to vulgar eſtimation, then we muſt hold this 
for an obſervation that ſeldome faileth, that fith every particular Empire, 
Kingdome and Nation have their diſtin&t Enfigns of their Soveraign jurit- 
diction, look what Beaſt, Bird, Fiſh. Fowle,Serpent, &*:c. he that ſwayeth 
the Soveraignty doth bear tor his Kuyall Enfiga in each particular Nati- 
on,the ſame is accounted there to be of greateſt dignity, So is the Bearing 
of the Lyon chicfly eſteemed with us in Ezgland, becauſe he is borne by 
his Majeſty,for the Royall Enſign of his Highneſs Imperial! Soveraignty 
overus : Sois the Bearing of the Eagle eſteemed amongſt the German: : 
and in like ſort the Flowers de /:5, amongſt the French-mer. Four-tooted 
Beaſts, whether they be borne Proper,or Diſcoloured (that is to ſay,va- 
rying from their Naturall colour) are to be eſteemed more worthy of 
Bearing in Coat-armour than either Fiſhes or Fowles are, in regard they 
do contain in them more worthy and commendable Signitications of No- 
bility. Amongſt things Senſitive, the Mates are of more worthy bearing 
than the Females. Some men perhaps will tax me of inconſideration, in 
not treading the uſuall ſteps of Armoriſts in the handling of the(c ſenſible 
creatures,for that I do not prefer the Lyon (in reſpet of his regall Sove- 
raignty) before all other terreſtcials. For clearing of my ſelf in this point, 
I muſt plead, that the project of my preſcript method hath tyed me to 
another forme,aud doth enforce me to prefer other Beaſts in place, before 
thoſe which otherwiſe are preferred 1n dignity. And albeit I cannot ſay 
there was any priority of time in the Creation of Beaſts, bccauſe God 
ſpake the word and it was done,he commanded and the, were creaicd 5 neverthe-

as of particular uſe, concerning beaſts of this kind ; not forgetting (by 
the way) ſuch rules and obſervations, as have been already commended 
to your regard, that eſpecially,tonching mixt bearing of Ordiraries, and 
common charges, which muſt ſerve for a regular direFion throughout our 
whole Worke. And in delivery of theſe Obſervations and Examples, I hold it 
fit to begin with Beaſts of fierce nature 3 and firſt, with the Lyox reckoned 
the King of beaſts : Dignioribus enim digniora loca ſunt danda, Higheſt perſon 
higheſt place. 

Some French Armoriſis are of opinion that the Lyon ſhould never be 
made Gardart or full faced, attirming that to be proper to the Leopard : 
wherein they offer great indignity to that royal beaſt, in that they will 
not admit him (faith Upton) to ſhew his f#l/ face, the ſight whereof doth 
terrifie and aſtonith all the beaſts of the fie!d 5 and wherein confiſteth - his 
chieteſt majelty,and therefore may not be denyed that prerogative, Dui.

For if it pleaſed the Soveraign King of 
Kings to uſe them as his ſpeciall inſtruments to chaſtiſe the ſtubbornneſſe 
of ſuch as rebelled againſt his Ordinance, and to arme thoſe his mr;nyte and 
weak creatures, with ſuch an incredible boldnefle, as that they feared not 
the face or forces of men, but that the very Frogs entred the houſes and 
chambers of the AZgyptians, upon the people, into their Ovens,and into their 
kneading Troughes ;, yea even into King Pharachs Chamber, and upon his 
Bed : Moreover if God hath vouchſated to give to the Graſhopper, the 
Canker-wor me, the Catterpiller,and the Palmer-worm, the honourable title 
of his huge great Army, why ſhould we-prize them at fo low a rate. as 
that we {hould diſdain to bear them in Coat-Armour ?

| Tris therefore to be obſerved, that they alſo have their ations not to 
be omitted in BlaZoy, albeit not in that variable manner, nor yet ſo COpi- 
ous as ſome others.

ground, and fo alter thetr Station, place or ſeat. Of which kinds,fome have 
four feet, ſome have more. Such as have four feet only, are theſe that fol- 
low with their like.

ſhapes are better known unto u5 than their names. 

So much were the ſrae:ztes aſlotted in 1dolatry, as that they eſteemed 
beaſts for Gods, as appeareth WWiſdome 12. 24. For they went aſtray farre in 
the wayes of errour ard eſteemed the beaſts which their enemies deſpiſed,ſor gods, 
being abuſed after the manner of children, that have zo underſtanding. 

So long is any 4zizzal or living creature ſaid to have life, as he hath Breathing = 
breath,and the excrciſe thereof, And this rule holdeth not onely in four. **&*2 of life. 
footed Animals,burt allo in thoſe that we call T-ſeFa,and in gliding Animals

You ſhall ſay, your Hawk Muteſheth, or Muteth, and not skliſeth. 

You ſhall ſay, Caſt your Hawk to the Pearch, and not Set your Hawk 
apon the Pearch. . 


Furthermore, You ſhall ſay, She is a fair, long,ſhort, thick Hawk, and 
not a great Hawk, 


Alſo you ſhall ſay, This Hawk, hath a large, or ſhort Beak, but call it 
not a Bill. 


Alſo your Hiwhk is full gorged, and not cropped. 
And that ſhe hath a fine head, ora ſmall head well ſeaſoned. 


You ſhall ſay, . Your H-wk, putteth over, and Endueth, but both of 
them ia a diverſe kind.

profeſſions, ſocalled, perhaps of Az:bs which ſtgnifieth an Hariot or an 
Adulterous perſon, for that as an Harlot covnterteiteth the modeſt beha« 
viourof a modeſt Matrone, ſo do Mecharicall Artizans labour to re- 
ſemble the works of Nature, 72 quantum poſiunt ; Thele are not perfor- 
med ſo much by wit and invention (like as the Arts Liberall are) as they 
be by exerciſe of the Limbs, and labour of the body. And hereof they 
are thought to be called Aris, ab artubus, which properly do fignifie the 
muſcles, ſinewes, or other ligaments of the Body ; but metaphorically it 
is often taken for the limbs themſelves that are fo combined and con-. 
nected together. 

How meanly ſoever we reckon of theſe in a Retative compariſon to the 

Arts Liberall, nevertheletic it is clear that theſe (no lefle than thoſe) do 
proceed from the immediate gitt of God, as doth plainly appear by B:24- 
ket and Ahoiieb, Exod. 35.3) and arenolefle behovetull and neceflary for 
mans ule, and for the ſupport of humane trafhck and ſociety ; as we 
may ſee Fceleſtaſt. 38, 31. Whereafter he had made mention of the care 
and diligence the Cerpezter, Porter and Smith, and other men of Tradedo

Whena K7»g or Prizce do enter the fietd to give batte!! to their enemies, 
it bchoveth that he be ſtrongly fenced of the army, both before and beb7rd, 
and that he have his being near the great ſeazdsrd.in the heart of the bat- 
tell. for the more ſafety of his Pe riot, and that hemay the better give dl- 
rcfions upon all cccalions to the whole Army, as the neceſlity of the ler- 
VICt all require. 
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to encounter his enemy in Dattell in his own perſon : Ic ſtufficeth ſuch to 
command,and to give direxion, and never to hazard thcir perſons 11 
battell. But if he mult ne: ds put kis perſon pon the jeopardy of the nn- 
Crta!n and daangerons events of 2 Battel], it hehovy -th rhat he deterre 
nc

the fame to the Jaftconflidt; for that upon the ſafety of hisperfon, de- 
pendeth the hopefull good ſucceſle of the bate!l , and the ſafety of the 
whole Army. 

Belides ſo long as the Chief Commander is in life and ſafety ; albeit he be 
foyled and diſcomfited: yet may he repaire his forces, and ſubdue him 


by whom he was foyled : but his perſon being either {laine or ſurpriſed, 
thereis no hope of recovery. 


Upon the firſt D:ſplay of the Bamner of a King OT Prince,or of their genlE-'pce 
rall or chiefe Commander 3 it behoveth that ſome diſcreet and ancient nerall in tim* 
Counſellor ſhould make knowne publikely the cauſe why thoſe warreg * B#tt*ll 


were undertaken, to the intent the ſame may be knowne to be grounded 
upon lawfull cauic 3 and that the K7zg or Prince doth not raſhly attempt 
the ſame, but that he doth it in a Jawfull quarrell and upon juſt cauſe. 

W hich done, then ſhould he command the chief Herald to unrole and 
Diſplay the ſaid B4nner,and deliver it to him that is appointed to bear the 
ſame(who before he take the ſame, muſt receive the order of Knight-hood, 
if he be not before Kn7zghted)with a (traight charge and command to hold 
the ſame faſt, and to maintain the honour thereof,even with the extream 
hazard of his life; and thereupon to advance the fame in the Name of 
God, the (ule Author and giver of all victory. 

Like as the lawes of Czvi! Magiſtracy and government were ordained 
by God, ſo alſo were military Lawes 2nd ordinances grounded upon his 
expreſs commandeme.nt uttered by the mouth of the Prophets and Prieſts. 
As you may lee particularly, for the exhortation of Prieſts, Dent. 20, 1, 2. 
and of other Officers, Dent. 20, 5. and Jad, 7. 3. beſides, military lawes for 
Figh:, Num. 21.21. that the conditions of pexce mult be offered, Dext. 20, 
II, 12, @&*c.tor jpcyle, 20. 19. and the divilion thereof, 1 Sam. 30. 26, &c. 
1 Chron, 26. 27. Joſh. 22.2, 2 C479. 28. 15. torVidory z thatit 15 the du- 
ty of Captains and their Armi-s (after victory obtained) to aſcribe the 
whole glory thereof tu Cod, and wich one heart and one yoice to magnt- 
fe his molt glorious Majeity by the example of Ju4s Maccabens, Thus they 
went home and ſung P/alms, and prayſed the Lord in Heaven, for heis gracious, 
ann his mercy endureth jor ever, 1. Maccav, 4. 24. 

The skilfull managing of military affaires 1s a kind of Art neither doth 
the publick profeſiion of the nam< of a Souldier, nor yet his lofty coun« 
tenance or change of habit forthwith make a man a Souldier, it 1s a mat*+ 
ter of greater conſequence, and of no leflefecrecy; fora Souldier is to 
be confident 1n that he undertaketh, and to wage battell with an aſſured 
hope of victory, and to retire himſelf and his forces (tf the neceflity of the 


cauſe ſo require) without fear of reproach or danger.For as the common 


Proverb ſaith, 4 more valorons ran 7s he that wiſely flieth,thar he that fooliſhe 
ly expoſeth himſelf 80 adventure and hazard, Periti enimbellatoris eSF mon mi- 
ns ſcire ſugrend? artom, quan pugnandi ; tor. it is a matter of no great difh- 
culty to draw men on to fight, but if the Captain in his providence 
whilſt they be in action, ſhall diſcover {ome unexpected diſadvantage or 


damage that may bcfall him and his band, and can wiſcly retire himſelf 


wich honour and with ſafety of his ſouldicrs, he ſheweth himſelf both 
valorous in his encounter, and wile in his retreat, 

The greateſt victories have not been gotten by handy-ſtrokes al wayes, 
but many times for ſafegard of the effuſion of blood,either the one part,or 
the other deviſed ſome witty unexpected ſuddain policy or $!ratagezz, to 
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High ſpirited 
men ſubje& ro 
violent deaths. 


put them to {hamefall flight. Large 1s the held of Stratagers which every 


Commander hath by particular jnvention ; neither hath there beene more 
victories or trophees gained by any one mcanes than by theſe $1ratagenss, 
'Whatſoever commeth beyond expectation maketh a diſturbance or a. 


mazment in the Enemy : but it mult be wrought with this caution, that 
it be no diſturbance to our ſelves. 

N:ither is every {light invention fit to be put in practice, but ſach onely 
a3 have foreſ1ght and circumſpection annexed to them. He mult be Argus 
that is a Generall or chiet Commander, he muſt be eyed, behind, before, in 
bis head, in his feet ; and then ſhall all things be eaſily diſpoſed according 
to Order, and take good effect, when orderly diſtribution, and provi- 
dence, and premeditation, have made way ther«to. 

lt is not the length of a mans age, or the number of yeares, that yeeld- 
eth the Art or Sk: of managing Military aitaires, but acontinuall medi- 
tation, how he may encounter all occurrents and put them in exerciſe 
and praQiſe: forif a man recelye never ſo many ſtipends, yet is the un- 
exerciſed man (till but a freſhwater Sou!dier notwithſtanding. 

There were in former Ages two ſorts of diſmiſfion , or diſcharge from 
military ſervice, the one named 7gn0-7nzoſa,that is to ſay opprobrioxs or in- 
famows 3 as whena Souldier for ſome notorious crime was diſcharged 
from his ſervice, and diſgracefully put out of pay and place, as for {loth- 
fullneſſe, cowardize, forſaking of his Captaize or ſuch like, then he was by 
the Tr1byne diſmiſſed of his place, and branded with the marke of infamy 
and reproach, it he were ſo by the Tr:bxme diſcharged, and deprived of his 
Militiry ornaments. 

The other was called Canſaris mijſzo, as much to fay as an occaſionall 
diſmiſſtion or diſcharge, grounded upon good and lawfull cofiderations : 
as when in regard of debility, by reaſon of Age or Sickneſl:, Wounds or 
other infirmities poſſeſling a man 3 he was licenced to depart to his home, 
and thoſe that were thus difmilied, did molt commonly dedicate their 
Shields, Swords and Armour, Laribys ſuis, tO their kouſhold-Gods,as the hea- 
then termed them, by hanging them up upon the Walls in ſome chief or 
ſpeciall place or roome of their houſe, tor a memoriall of their ſervice per- 
formed in defence of their friends and Country. 

Martiall men are evermore 1n perill and hazard of life,in regard of their 
light eſteeme of the manifold varietyes, caſualties and dangerous events 
of Warres, whereunto they do evermore expoſe themſelves ; for fortune 


 thundereth not her perils more abundantly upon any ſort of men, than 


upon thoſe that ſet her at naught, ſuch are high ſpirited and valourous 
men. And not without cauſe, for as others do labour to ſhelter them- 
{clves from danger, and do ſhunne the violence thereof; theſe contrari- 
wiſe do lay open themſelves to the utmolt hazard that ma y befall them. 
Call go mind the forpatled ages, and examine them to the poipt, and 
you {hall find-that the valianteſt men (for the maſt part ) have beene 
ſaallowed up with a violent death. Victory doth oftentimes make wen 
ſwe!l with pride, and to inſult over others, and provoke them to their 
own deſtruction, as we may fee 2 Kings 14. 8. Where Amaziah (um- 
moned the fon of Jeho:haz King of 1/rael to fingle combate, ſaying, 
Come let us look one another in the face, Who anſwered him, Becauſe thou haſt 


ſmitten Edom,and thine heart hath lifted thee up: glory of this and tarrie at bow: 


for 
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aſtoniſh the adverſe part; that ſo they might ſuddenly ſlaughter them, or 
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for why ſhou'd:ſt thon medale to thy hurt, that thon ſhould:ſt fall, even thou and

Some men are of opinion, that ſuch as are vanquiſhed in Batte/!, ought Juſtneſſe of 
not to be captivated to ſuch as had ſubdued them, unleſs the wars ww Law of vito- 
juſt and lawfull, as Doctor Caſezs hath obſerved,but Borre#s holdeth that," 
albeit the ground or cauſe of the wars that are undertaken be unjuſt 3 
yet is it not fimply unjuſt, that ſuch as are vanquiſhed in battell, ſhould 
be ſubjected under the power of the vanquiſher; 9#ia legi/latoris intentiq 
eſt ut virtus vincentis jic honoretur:; The purpole of the Law- maker was that 
the valour of the vanquiſher ſhould be fo rewarded. Befides, it is no ig- 
nominious thing for a man to be ſubdued by a man accounted of valour, 
according to that ſaying, Nor tam turpe et vinci,quam contendiſſe glorioſums 
It is not reckoned a matter fo reproachtull to be ſubdued, as it is honou- 
rable to have coaped with a magnanimous and valiant man. 

Many men are remunerated for the vertues that are found in them, or 
for the externall rokens of vertue that are obſerved in their out ward car- 
riage. Hereupon 1s that law grounded, 20d capti bello viForibus ſubſervi- 
ant, not for that the Conquerors are alwayes the better men, but in re- 
gard that in them the fignes and tokens of vertue and valour, are more 
apparent than in thoſe that are ſubdued. 

[t is a juſt dominion or ſuperiority, aad agreeable to the order of Na- Law military. 
tyre, that the more powerfull ſhould predominate over the weaker ſort. 

And the lawes do ſeem to approve the ſame, Cn velint vittum caprum in 
bello vidorts ſeruum fieri. 

It isa Law of perpetuity (faith Zerophon) obſerved amongſt men, that tf; 04000 
when a Town or Cty, that held out the 4{ſazlants, is lurpriſed, whatſoever WOO 
is found therein, 15 due to them that took the ſame, as well the perſons as | 14 
their whole ſubſtance, whoſc opinion herein Ari/#»:- followeth Polit.

Among the Germans it was holden a thing fo ignominious for a man 
to loſe his $þ:el4 1n fight, as nothing could be more reproachfull ; Inſo- 
much as he that was found culpable therein, was excluded from all ſa- 
cred Rites, and common Couunceis 3 yea,to odious was it holden amongſt 
them, as that many (having eſcaped the battell) were branded with this 
publick infamy, and being unable to ſuſtain fo great reproach , have 
hanged themlclves. 

Amongſt the Romans it was in uſe oftentimes to lay their children new 
born in $þze/d; inftead of Cradles becauſe they held it a preſage of future 
fortituJe and valour in the Child ; So we read that Heres, who exceeded 
all other of that Age in fortitude, was recked in a $hzeld. 

A certain Lecedemonian sKirmilhing with his Enemy, and having his 
Sword drawn, and ſpying ſome advaniage thereto, was minded to have 
run him through therewith 1aſtantly,the fign of retreat was given, where- 
upon he forbare z and being demanded why he flew not his enemy when 
it was in his power; heanſwcred, mzl;us eſt parere Imperatori, quam hoſter;

ons of the manner of the victory obtained; for the Ancieat bearers, horſe= 
men, Cavtains, and Leivetenant:, of Cities, Towns, and Ports, which had: 
valorouſly ſuſtained and indured the fiege of their enemies, and were de-| 
livered from them, were guerdoned in aucient times with a Garland of 
Graſſe, called in Latine, Corona Graminea frve obſtdionaria;, which although 
it were made of graſſe (being the only herb that can be ſuppoſed to be!

OfArmes A To theſe donative augmentations of Arms, I will adde certain Arms 
fumptive.  fſumpteve, which are ſuch as a man of his proper right may afſume as the 
guerdon of his yalorous ſervice, with the approbation of his Soveraign, 
and of the Herald: As if a man being no Gentleman of Blood or coat-Ay.. 
moter, or elſe being a Gentlman of Blood and coat-armour, ſhall captivate, 
or take prifoner in any lawfull wars any Gentleman, great Lord or Prince 
Sir John Feree, (as faith Sir John Ferne) he may bear the ſhre/dof that priſoner and enjoy it 
to him and his heirs for ever. If the fame be not by like infortune regai- 
ned, be he Chriſtian or Pagan, for that is but a yain and frivolous diſtincti- 
on. Theſe are ſuch as the bearers or ſome of their Anceſtors have forced 
from the enemy, either in compelling him to flight, and foto forfake his 
Forced from Armes Or enſigns, Or by ſtrong hand ſurpriſe him priſoner, 72 jz//o bello, or 
the enemy, having {lain him, fo gained to himſelf (jure gentzzm) an abſolute intereſt in 
the en//ons of his conquered foe. And in this ſenſe may that afſ-rtion of 
Bertolus be y erified, where he ſaith, Ez jam populares propria authoritate,arma 
ceſſes. carer, ſib1 aſſumere poſſant, but not otherwiſe, becauſe the baſe ſort of men having 
concluſ, 28, no generous blood in. them, are not capable of Armoriall enſ/gnes, which 
Nets are the badges of noble diſpoſition or generous birth, and therefore they 
ought not to be beſtowed upon ſuch perſons, Qua entia nolunt male Aiſpo- 
m : Ariſt. Met. But in this ſenſe it may be underſtood that he thar is not 
deſcended of gentle blood, is holden worthy to bear the cont-2rmour that 
-rif. Metaph. he hath gained, for the apparant tokens of vertue and valour that are 
ym found in him, That the vanquiſher may bear the Arms of the yanquiſhed, 
I ſhall make apparent by this next example. 


 Thefeldis Topaz,s Lyon Rampand, Diamond, /an- 
gued and armed, Ruby. Peter Balthazar in his Book of 
the deſcents of the Forreſters and Earls of Flanders, 
ſaith, that the Arms now borne by the Earles of that 
Country were won by Philip of Alſace the fixth Earl 
thereof, about the year of Redemption, 192. (what 
time he made his voyage into the holy /and)trom Ne- 
bilion King of Albania, a Turke, whom he had put tO 
fight and flain with his own hands ina battell. And 
this is the juſtice of the law Mz/:tary ; Quia domimium 
gy jure Terum juſto bello captarum in vitterem transfertur, as Ayala obſerveth, Yet this 
: is of many men holden a thing very injurious; for that oftentimes the more 
valorous man by meer caſualty falleth into the hands of the lefs valianr, 

and the moſt worthy is often ſurpriſed by him that in compariſon is of no 
worthatall. Neverthelefſe the law whereupon this Cuſtom is grounded, 

is equall and uſt, albeit the eyent thereof falleth our oftentimes very hard- 

ly, as noteth Caf/zus, {aying, Melzores 7n bello vitti quandoque deterioribus parere 

Law-makers. Compelli videntur., For the law-makers did providently ordain for encou- 
ragement of men of action, that the v/&or ſhall be rewarded on this man- 

ner: For albeit the faculties and inward indowments of the mind can by

Thoſe are ſuch as being hereditary 
Cont- Armours are lo obſcurely marſhalled in one E/cocheon, as that thereb 
the beholder can yeild no reaſon, or yet conjecturall probability of ſuch 
their uon, nor may well diſcern them to be diſtinct coats: So as it often 
fallerh out, that they are miſtaken for ſome new coyned coat, rather then 
two coats of diftin&t Families ; and lo reckoned to be a Coat too bad to be 
born. And fuch mar/halling 15 erther one above another, or one upon another, 
Ot the firſt fort may we reckon the coat-armeur of Brown betore exempli-

MERIng N the former Chapters hath been treated of ſuch Coat-Armours as are 
Eſcocheon, marſhalled within the E/cocheorn; In order it now ſucceedeth to ſpeak 


of Marſhalling without the E/cecheon. 

Theſe are certain Ornaments externally annexed to the Coat-Armour of 
any Gentleman, by reaſon of his advancement to ſome {7onour, or place of 
eminency by the gracious tayour of the Soveraign, as an Honourable addi- 
tion to his generous birth, Ot theſe there are divers particulars, which 
being conjoyned and annexed to a Coat-Armeur do conſtitute an At- 
chieument, 

An Archicement, according to Leigh, is the Arms of every Gentleman, 
well Marthalled with the /apporters, Helmet, Wreath,and Creſts with Mantles 
and Words, which of Heralds is properly called in Blagon, Feawme and 
Timbre. The French word Heulme, which we call in Engliſh an Helmet teem- 
eth to have given derivation to that word Heawme, And the word 'T:mmer, 
to our Timbre, for that in the Alma tongue, is the ſame that we'in Latine 


call Apex, or Summitas acuminata, and betokeneth the Ce/?, that is uſually 


born upon the Helmet. For fo doth Kilzanus Dufflene expound it, calling 
it, Trmbe oft Timber van Den Helme, which is as much to ſay, as Cijta

that ſuch bearing is rather tolerated through cuſtom, then allowed in the

Now, that the things ſo externally annexed to Coat-Armour, and alſo 
the order of their placing may the betrer be conceived, 1 will handle each 
part by it ſelf, wherein I will enſue that courſe of Natures method, which 
Zanchius ſaith, was by Moſes obſeryed in the Hiſtory of the Creation, which 
is, @ princepus componentibus ad res compoſitas, The parts compoundins arc 
thoſe before mentioned; wiz. the Helmet, Mantle, Creſt, &c. Of which 
ſome have place above the E/cocheon; ſome under it ; fome round about it ; 
ſome on each fide of it. 

Of the firſt ſort, are the Helmet, Mantle, E /croule, Wreath, Crown,C. aþ,&C. 
and for as much as with us, the Nob/es are divided into Nobles majores, as

Some derive it from a Greek word, Bars, ſignifying,Gravity, as being men 
whoſe preſence ſhould reprefent . that which their Title doth imply, The Freech 
Heralds take Barons to be Par-homines, Peeres, or men of equall dignity 3 the Germans, 
Banner-hires,as being Commanders,aſplaying Barners of their own in the Field. Theſe 
the Saxons called Laford, ( whence our Word Lord) and the Dares call them Thares. 
In ancient times the name of Barons was. Very large, Cit:Zers of chief Cities, and Gen= 
tlemen of certain poſlefſions enjoying that Title; and about thoſe times every Earle 
had a certain number of Barons underthem, as every baron had Capitancos under him. 
But times have altered the limits ofthis Hoxonur 3 Barons being now reputed no leſs ab- 
ſoluteLords,though lower than Earterzand as a Gertleman is the firſt and lowelt degree 
of Nobilitas Minors fo now with usa Baron is reputed the Firlt ſtep of Nobz1:125 1ajor. 
In which reſpect fome have thought that in Atchzevemerts, none under a Baror,, ma 
uſe Sxpporters ; but by ancient examples,you ſhall fad that Knights Bamnerets allo had 
that Orzazzert allowed them, and therefore though a Barmeret hath a middle place be- 


twixt ordinary K#ights and Barons; yet I have omitted his Atchiemement, the diffe- 


rence being ſo little betwixt it and the Barons, Barneret (or Baronet as ſome will have

All within the Garter, the chief 
Erſign of that moſt Homonrable Order that was inſtitated by the moſt fa- 
mous King Edward the third, above the ſame an Hr/met anſwerable to his 
Majeſties Soveraige Juriſdifion, upon the fame a rich Mantle of cloth of 
Goid, doubied, Ermine,adorned with an Tyrpcriall Cromnand ſurmounted 
by a Lyon paſſant gardant, Crowned with the like :; Supported by a Lyor 
ramzpand, gardant, So!, Crowned as the former : and zn Unicorn, Luna, 
corged with a Crown,thereto a Chain aftixed paſſing becween his fore-legs, 
and reflexed over his b2ck, Sol. Both ſtanding npon a compartment 
placed underneath. And in the Table of the Compartment his Highneſs 
Royail Morro, DIEV ET MON DROFTT. ThusThave finiſhed 
the B!aZon of theſe his MajeSties moſt Kvzall and Monarchal Enfigns, and 
therewithall the ſcope of my intended poor Travels. 

It hath been queſtioned, fith theſe Arms are peculiar to the Engliſh $9- 
_ erraign, wherefore the Arms of France ſhould have the preheminence ia 
Marſhaliing. But the reaſons therof are diverſe: as firſt, becauſe the King- 
dom of France 1s the greater : ſecondiy. becauſe theſe Flowers de lis from 
their firſt bearing have been the Enſrgns of a King; and thoſe of England, 
deduced onely from Dukedomaes. For the Comgueror (as Duke of Normand;) 
brought in for hi$ Coat- Armour, two Leopards: I fay deduced, becauſe 
the Kings of England after the Congqreſt did bear two Leopards (the Fn- 
figes of the Dukedome of Normandy) till the time of King Henry the lecond, 
who according to the received opinion by marriage of Eleanor Daughter 
and heir of the Dzke of 4quitaize and Guyir, annzxed the Lyon, her pater- 
all Coat, being of the ſame Field, 24etul and Forme with the Leopards, and 
{o from thence for ward they were joyntly -2r/hailed in one Shzeld, and 
BlaZoned three Lyons. A third reaſon may be given, for that at the firſt 
quartering of theſe Coats by Edward the third, queſtion being moved of 
his title to Frarce, the King had good cauſe to-put that Coat in the firſt 
rank, to ihew his moſt undoubted Title to that Kingdom, and therefore 
would have it the moſt perſpicuous place of his Eſcocheoy, | 

Thele Soveraign Frnſtgns have 1 thought fitteft to produce in this laſt, 
but higheſt place, becauſe all the ſmaller ftreams of Nobility (with 
which I began according to the uſuall order of precedence in all folem- 
nities of {tare, by degrees from the leaſt aſcending ſtill to the greateſt) 
: do both take beginning and ending in this full Ocean of Maje3ty, Genero(s- 
iy, Nobilety, and all worldly eminency and bonwour whatſoever. 

Rings being upon Earth Lievetenants of the All-powerfull G O D 
or Heaven, no underſtanding man will doubt, but that, as God is the 
Fountain fiom which, and the end unto which al! ſpiriinall graces do 
flow, aad tend 3 fo alfo the Kiyg is the higheſt Spring and beſtower of 
all earibly noblen+ſſe, and his eſtate likewiſe is the princtpall thing, for up- 
holding whereof the Powers, Honorrs, and Erdeavours Of all truly Noble, are 


to be imployed, and (if need be) alſo hazarded. The 
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Chap. VI. Of Kings and Fegall Majeſty. Aut 
The chiet Attributcs of Gud are, his Power, Wiſdom, Giodneſſe; in all 

which the ncarer any King cometh to the imitation of that prime 7dea, 

the more truly doth he delerve that glorious name, and exprefle theno-= 

ble nature of a King. Which all Contries (in part) have ſhewed by the 
ſeverall Titles given to their Sovereigns: moſt Nations calling them, 

Reges, for government, which cannot be as it ſhonld be, without the ſaid 

three Regal! properties 3 and the 8 :x9725 (our anceſtors) call them Kings, of 
Cynring,a word ſignifying both wnrirg or wijdome,and alſo Power, where- 

by all Kings can do much more than good Kings will do. 

The beginning of Kingly power was from the firſt created man, who 

was made an abſolute {but fatherly) Soveraige over all ; and thenecel- 

fity of ſuch a Chief, was {o zrezt even in the eyeol Nature, that as there 

zreno flocks or heards of beaſts but kave one leader of th<ir own kind, 

{o there 1s no Natzon fo brutilh or barbarons, but have found the neceſſt- 

ty and uſcof having a King over them, to rule them aad adminiſter ju- 

{tice to them, which 1> the prime ofhce of a King : and that ſuch hath al- 

wayes been the oilice of Kings of this our 1:24 , our own ancient and 
learnedit Lawyers teſtify : For Rex (faith Eratfon) or alins debet judica- 

re, ſt ſalns ad id ſuſjtcere poſſet, &vc. Whence a latter learned Lawyer ga- 
thereth moſt truly, that chough the King ſubſticute other to minilter 

zuſtice under him, yet himſelf is not diſcharged of that authority, when 
himfclf pleaſe (as often as our Kings have done) in perſon to fit and 

take notice of cauſes ; and likewiſe the Royall Oath at his Corom «tion 
runneth, Faczes. fieri in omnibus Judicits Iuts 4quam E& certars Jjujtitian, 

&c. And that lach was the Kings abſolute Juri/di@7or in this Kingdows 

before the Congre?ft allo, the ſame Author lo copiouſly proveth, that it is 
Ignorance to deny it, and tolly to enlarge the proof of it, And yet ſaith 

ZEmeas Silvius. It is the manner of Kings in writing to uſethe plurall 
number, as Man 3amns. Volumus, Facimnr, Fc. As appeareth, EFpiſt. ICS. 
where he (aith, Reges CH m ſcribunt, aſi aovmninatumb: Lint ut CHICGWid placet, 
Legis VIgOrens babeat . eatarmen moderatione uluntur (17 {cribunt, ut aliquid 
precipienies nor: ſe fulos videri verint feciſſe, fed mm atiorum conſetio, They 
do temper their Sov2ra7gn Jurijdifion with fuch moderation, that it ma 
appear they preſcribe and command not without counſell and advice of 
others. 

Touching the greatneſle of the Kings of this I/izd and precedence be- 
tore any other Kings, theſe are two main reaſons : Firſt, that the King 
of this Land Lucius, was the firſt Chriſizan King of the world, as alſo Con- 
ftantine the firſt Emperour, publicktiy planting Cor;ft14n7ty. Secongly,for

God praat that as our Country hath been bleed 
with prerogatives above all other Kingdoms, and with the blefling both 
of all earthly felicztics and Heavenly grecer, beyond any other, and with 
more puillant, victorious, learned, religious Kings than a!l the people 
whatſoever (as the world feeth at this day) ſo we mey go beyond all 
Nations
